“Members and friends of the Order Sons of Italy in 
America have an opportunity to make a lasting contribu- 
tion to the newly created Foundation, established by the 
Order to help perpetuate the arts and culture of Italy and 
Italian-Americans in the United States, Volpe said. 


The national chairman added: 
“The Order will further perpetu- 
ate the Foundation and its goal 
through the erection of a Nation- 
al Memorial Home in Washing- 
ton, D. C., where visitors from 
all parts of the country may view 
exhibits of Italy’s many contri- 
butions to world civilization. 

Scholarship Program 

“The Foundation, through the 
facilities of the National Memo- 
rial Home, will further benefit 
the promotion of the sciences and 
education through the awarding 
of scholarship grants to deserving 
students both in this-country and 
abroad.” 

Commenting on the $400,000 
goal, approved at the August 
Supreme Convention, Volpe said; 

“At the outset of the drive we 
asked members to assume a 
‘moral obligation to raise a 
minimum of $3 each to attain 
our goal. 

“We have now augmented our 
fund drive through the issuance 
of marble citations, golden certi- 
ficates, and the granting of me- 
moral opportunities.” 

Paper Marble Block 

Donors contributing $5 to the 
Sons of Italy Foundation will re- 
ceive a paper marble block, he 
said. 

A pillar of marble citation, he 
said, will be given to contributors 
who donate $50 to $500. 

“A golden certificate will be 


issued to those contributors whe 
give $500 or more,” he said, add- 
ing “and his or her name will be 
inscribed on the Honor Roll 
Plaque in the building.” 

The national chairman out- 
lined the memorial opportunities 
plan as follows: 

“The memorial opportunities 
plan is the project of our special 
gifts committees now organized 
throughout the country. 

“These memorial opportunities 
are accorded to any member, or 
non-member, who contributes 
$5,000 or more to the completion 
of a room, or part thereof, in the 
proposed ‘National Memorial 
Home, 

To Honor Donor 


“For example, the Memorial 
Hali on the first floor will cost 
$15,000 when completed. If we 
receive a single contribution of 
$15,000 for the hall, we will place 
an attractive plaque, suitably in- 
scribed, acknowledging the donor 
of the hall. By the same token, if 
three persons want to contribute 
$5,000 each to the Memorial Hall, 
then the plaque would carry the 
names of the three benefactors.” 

At the present time Volpe said 
the following memorial opportu- 
nities are available:

Former National Chairman 

He is a former chairman of the 
Order’s Committee on Italian 
Culture and supervised the publi- 
cation of several Italian classics 
with English translation -under- 
taken by the Order with the co- 
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operation of the Casa Italiana of 
Columbia University. 

He has also served as Rhode 
Island chairman for American 
Relief for Italy, was instrumental 
in gaining legislative approval to 
establish the study of the Italian 
language in the high schools, and 
promoted recognition of October 
12, Columbus Day, which is now 
a full legal holiday in the state. 

Grand Venerable Scala’s ef- 
forts in behalf of graduates of 
Italy’s medical schools entering 
the state to practice medicine, 
has brought about recognition of 
their medical diplomas by the 
State Medical Board of Exam- 
iners. zi 

He has been a staunch advocate 
for broadening U. S. immigration 
laws, worked for a just peace for 
Italy following the war years, 
and supported Italy’s position 
during the Trieste situation. 

Recognition of DaVerrazzano 

Another facet of his work has 
been the vindication of the honor 
due the Italian explorer, Giovan- 
ni da Verrazzano, credited with 
giving Rhode Island its name. 

More recently Grand Venerable 
Scala was instrumental in the 
presentation to the Providence 
Public Library a collection of 
1,000 books on topics in English 
and Italian relating to the Italo- 
American heritage. The library 
was also presented the sum of 
$1,000 to be used for the addition 
of more volumes to the collection 
by the Italian Collection and 
Reading Room Committee. 

Grand Venerable Scala has 
further advanced Italy’s cultural 
contributions through his weekly 
radio program.

By Ottaviano 


WILMINGTON, Del. — First 
Assistant Supreme Venerable 
John Ottaviano of New Haven, 
Conn., lashed out at movies and 
television programs that “inject 
the Mafia theme without regard 
for fact and reality.” 

Ottaviano, principal speaker at 
the -Delaware Grand Lodge Co- 
lumbus Day dinner, spoke of the 
Order’s campaign to puncture the 


Mafia myth. 

He said in part: 

“Every national group has its 
heroes and its good people of 
whom it can be justly proud, 
Each national group likewise has 
its ‘bad apples’ and must live with 
them. We offer no apologies, we 
condemn them and their actions 
as much and perhaps more than 
others. 

“However, if Hollywood and 
television producers seize upon 
this unfortunate period of gang- 
asterism (the 1920’s) in our times 
and distort it way out of pro- 
portions by injecting the Mafia 
theme which has no basis of fact 
and reality, then right is on our 
side and we wish to protest and 
fight against this dastardly and 
irresponsible activity which again 
is not in keeping with the high 
principles of our American way 
of life. A way that _has been 
defended, protected and pre- 
served with the life blood and the 
crippling injuries of countless 
thousands of fighting men of 
Italian ancestry. 

“T therefore call upon all of 
you present, regardless of your 
national origin to join in this 


erusade to remove this stain 
which is being spread across 
America.

What They Said 


Here are excerpts from the speeches made at the 
Washington banquet for the Apostolic Delegate to the 


United States: 


U. S. District Court Judge Anthony Julian 


“The Catholic Church through- 
out its early growth in the United 
®tates had to overcome serious 
obstacles. 

“The church, With its current 
membership of 37,000,000, has 
made considerable advances 
when compared to 30,000 mem- 
bers at its beginning at about 
1790. ° 

«| ,.41n 1791 we had the first 
amendment to the Constitution 
ef the United States. The 
amendment prevented Congress 
from passing any Jaw that would 
hinder the free exercise of re- 
ligion. 

Prejudices Against Church 

“We see the Catholic Church 
established in this country 
against overwhelming odds. The 
prejudices against the church 
were nutured through genera- 
tions in Europe and in the 
eourse of time these prejudices 
@aused groups to break away 
from the church. These preju- 
dices were brought here. The 

*gurroundings here helped to dis- 
sipate these prejudices. 

“The growth of the church 
Was sided in a great measure by 
the Irish Catholics who pre- 
@eded the wave of Italian migra- 
tion by two generations. 

“The first influx of Italian 
immigrants to this country came 
in 1890. And from 1900 to 1910 
some two million Italians entered 
the country. 

“".. The sum total of Italian 
migration to the United States 
from 1820 to 1950 was 4,777,000. 

“The migration of Italian peo- 
Ple to this country far exceeded 


the total number that have come 
from Ireland. 


“While their number far ex- 
ceeded the Irish migration, the 
Italian contribution to the Cath- 
olice Church up to $5 years ago 
has not been impresisve. 

Language Barrier 

“The principal” reasons per- 

haps were the language barrier, 


‘anti-clericalism which had been 


experienced in Italy, and a 
scarcity of priests of the same 
temperament as the Italian peo- 
ple. 


“ -.. A change has come about 
however, because of the attack 
against the church in the 18th 
Century and the attempt in the 
19th Century to take God out of 
civilization which has brought on 
Communism. 


“Another factor which helped 
to strengthen the bond between 
the church and the working class 
was the Chayter of Labor drafted 
in 1891 by His Eminence James 
Cardinal Gibbons. 


“The Catholic Church has 
grown in number in its priests 
and nuns... There are now 260 
Catholic universities, and 2500 
high schools with more than one 
million pupils. 

“At the turn of the Century, 
support of foreign missions by 
Catholics in this country was of 
little consequence. In 1904 Am- 
erican Catholics contributed 
$100,000 to foreign missions: To- 
day, 65 per cent of the money 
Taised to support the missions 
is contributed by American 
Catholics.”

“The presentation you offer 
me tonight belongs not to me 
alone, but also to His Holiness 
Pope John who made it possible. 


“T know, for I have talked with 
him, lived by his side and by my 
eollaboration with him. 

“With the death of Pope Pius 
XII, God gave us charity in the 
person of Pope John XXIII. To 
be near the Holy Father is a great 
thrill. 

“T would like te reveal to you 
that whatever I am, or whatever 
ZI am to be, I owe to God. 

His Mother Concerned 

“As a ohild my mother was 
afraid that I would turn out te 
be the black sheep of the family 
because of my mischievous be- 
havior. She would often say to 
me, ‘I pity the woman who will 
Marry you. Almighty God took 
eare of that! ; 

“When I announced to my 
family that I wanted to become 
@ priest I created a stir. My 
mother, greatly concerned, turn- 
ed to me and said: ‘I fear you 
will become a bad priest.’ God 
took care of that! 

“IT wanted so much to become 
@ missionary, but it was never 


to be. I was called to be a diplo- 
mat. 

“And so I becanie a citizen ef 
the Vatican and I lost my Italian 
citizenship. 

“Several speakers tonight have 
mentioned my human touch. 
Maybe because I am from humble 
stock that I can perhaps under- 
stand the mind of the working 
class. 

17-Year Absence 

“It is a great glorification for 
me to return to the United States 
after an absence of 17 years. 

“There has been considerable 
progress in the church, in its 
organization and in the Italian 
people here. 

“. . Here the children and 
grandchildren of the early Italian 
immigrants are better Catholics 
than their grandparents. But, 
they are to be credited with the 
success of their children. 

“You are Americans and you 
can thank God that you are 
Americans.

IN REVIEW 


By A. ALFRED MARCELLO. 


The holidays are just around the corner and we don’t 
know of a better medium of providing Christmas cheer 
than the gift of an album or two. The record shops are 
bulging with new releases and many of these are the mul- 


tiple album sets. 

There is a wide variety of se- 
lections, particularly in stereo, 
Some of the recent releases are 
enough to have the avid hi-fan 
rub his hands in anticipation of 
gratifying results. 

Among the most industrious of 
the major producers turning out 
an excellent choice of multiple 
sets in stereo is London. This is 
the enterprising producer who 
@arlier this year came up with 
the first complete recording of 
Wagner’s DAS RHEINGOLD. 
Although we are not overly fond 
of Wagner operas we must con- 
fess that London’s DAS RHEIN- 
GOLD is the best operatic re- 
cording we have ever heard. It 
is overpowering in its broad di- 
mensions. 

The stereophonic technique in 
this recording is flawless. Close 
your eyes and you can get a bit 
of the illusion of visual perform- 
ance. 

The stars are Kirsten FPlag- 
stad, George London and Jean 
Madeira, among others. George 
Solti conducts the Vienna Phii- 
harmonic Orchestra with beau- 
tiful restraint. 

This is a top collector’s item 
and anyone would appreciate it 
as a gift. 

London’s stereo version of Puc- 
cini’s TURNADOT is another 
choice item for Christmas giving. 
This complete recording features 
Renata Tebaldi, Mario Del Mon- 
aco and Inge Borkh, who sings 
the title role. 

Alberto Erede conducts the 
Academia Del Santa Cecillia Or- 
chestra of Rome, and does an ad- 
mirable job of conducting while 


keeping a firm but persuasiye- 


rein on the singers. 

TUBNADOT was Puccini's last 
opera and to many it ranks as 
his most ambitious undertaking. 
Puccini died before he actually 
completed the opera, fhe last 
few pages were left incomplete 
at his death, but this is of no 
importance. 

This is one of Puccini’s more 
spectacular works. It ranks tep 
billing in our book. 

Arrigo Boito’s MEFISTOFELE 
{fs another London multiple set of 
recordings that is worthy of con- 
sideration. Three of the top 
favorites in opera—Cesare Siepi, 
Renata Tebaldi and Mario Del 
Monaeo sing the principal roles. 
And here again the incomparable 
chorus and orchestra of Acca- 
demia Di Santa Cecilia of Rome 
makes this an interesting and vi- 
tal excursion in stereo recording. 
Tullio Serafin is the conductor 
and his reading is mature and 
heart-warming. 

A couple of other multiple 
album sets ideal for Christmas 
gifts are Smetana’s MA VLAST 
and Bach's BRANDENBURG 
CONCERTOS. These are also put 
out of the London hopper. Ra- 
fael Kubelik conducts the Vi-

proposed showing the chairman 
of the National Committee on 


Public Relations mailed a series 
of letters to all those concerned 


with the production of “The 
Untouchables” series. 

These letters spelled out the 
Order’s position in the matter of 
exploiting the Mafia theme in 
shows without regard for estab- 
lished facts. 

Immediately following the an- 
nouncement that the program 
scheduled for showing on Octo- 
ber 29 had been postponed, the 
chairman of the Public Rela- 
tions Committee, wrote to each 
of the sponsors of “The Untouch- 
ables.” A copy of this letter will 
be found on page 6 of this edi- 
tion. ; 
In the letter the sponsors were 
asked to withdraw the produc- 
tion in question from the series. 


As this edition went to press _ 


none of the sponsors had replied 
to this letter. 

‘The plan to establish an index 
ef objectionable material has 
come as a result of demands from 
members of the Order that 
something be done about “trash 
Magazines and books” appearing 
on news stands throughout the 
country. 

A number of copies of objec- 
tionable publications have been 
gent to the Committee. And a 
study of these publications sub- 
stantiates the charges made by 
members. 

The most objectionable of these 
publications was one sent by 
Joseph Cava, a member of the 
California Order. This is @ pock- 
et-sized book published by Faw- 
cett Publications, Inc. The title 
is “TEEN-AGE MAFTA.” 

This book serves no good pur- 
pose. The author and the pub-

tially objectionable and wholly 
objectionable. 

“Teen Age Mafia” is unaccept- 
able on all counts for reasons cit- 
ed previously. The book is a 
distortion of facts. 

“Brotherhood of Evil: The Ma- 
fia,” on the other hand is ob- 
jectionable only in part. While 
the author, Frederie Sondern, 
Jr., compiled material which is 
not consistent with established 
facts, his book did shed light on 
the operations of crime syndi- 
cates. 

Objections to the book are that 
it takes generous literary license 
and readers cannot define where 
fiction ends and fact begins. 

Members are asked to forward 
copies of any publication they 
believe objectionable to the 
chairman of the Public Relationg 
Committee for screening. After 
the book has been screened it will 
be classified as we have outlined. 
If objectionable in any form the 
publication will be placed on the 
Order's index and members = 
be notfied accordingly. 

No member should take any 
action on his own without first 
consulting the Publis Relations 
Committee. 

We point this up as a protes- 
tive measure, not only for the 
Order but for the individual 
member as well. A program such 
as ours has legal complications. 
Whatever steps we take in our 
campaign must be through prop- 
er legal channels. 

The wheels may grind slowly, 
but so far what we have done 
has been dignified, well thought 
out and has paid rich dividends.
